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THE MINTMASTER'S QUILL: An Editor's Prerogative 


My Friends, 


Recently, at a meeting, not of a coin club, there was held a Turkey Drawing. 
For those unfamiliar, a turkey, ten to twenty pounds, is purchased and tickets, 
all at a fixed price, are sold, actually for numbered segments or parts, usually 
forty to fifty, of a drawing of a Thanksgiving-type turkey. When all the the seg- 
ments have been bought, a drawing is held using numbered tages corresponding to 
the numbered segments of the drawn turkey. One winner claims the bird, and the 
group, after expenses, take the proceeds. 


Your Editor is not explaining how to do a Turkey Drawing, but he will editor- 
ialize on what he overheard. 


When one member was asked to buy tickets, he remarked sharply, as he flipped 
one dollar down on the table, "This is all you are going to get". His tone was 
direct as it was indifferent to the club's need to raise money. 


My point is that many in our coin clubs have the same attitude: "This is all 
you are going to get". These individuals never participate, never contribute, never 
suggest nor propose, never work nor assist, never serve, and remain always in- 
different or unconcerned to their coin club's needs or projects. 


Many reasons might cause these individuals to be such, and some may be valid. 
We all certainly cannot give equally of our time, talents, thoughts, and treasures; 
yet, when some refuse to give or to do a share, then the burden falls, as it always 
does, unfairly and unequally. 


As in the case of the Turkey Drawing, others had to purchase two or more 
segments, and still the Turkey was not completely sold out; but, if everyone attend- 
ing, including the character in this editorial, had purchased just two dollars each, 
this club would have made its rent for two months. 


Was it not worth the two dollars? Apparently not, and it is the same in so 
many coin clubs. The coin club is only worth the one dollar which now buys but 
four 25¢ stamps, until next year, of fifty #10 envelopes, when on sale. 


Our hobby cannot depend upon such generosity, but it survives on the repeated 
sacrifices of a few who do more than their share. It is the cruelty of coin clubs, 
and of life, that instead of being equal and fair with everyone enjoying and giving 
it is unequal and unfair with so few giving, repeatedly, as everyone takes. 


It is not the matter of the one dollar or even ten one dollars, for one dollar 
is better than none; rather, it is the attitude of "this is all you are going to 
get". The problems of mankind and the world can be traced to such a selfish in- 
different opinion. It is a matter of fairness: too few give too much, and too many 
eave too. little or not at.all. 


Of course, what is written here is legion, and these words are but another 
cry in the vastness; however, it still remains the cruel fact that the continued 
support, and sacrifice, of some allows in a strange way of balance for so many g
